EXCITEMENT IN LONDON,

NEW YORK, July 28.—A special from Lon- 
don says: Since the settlement of affairs in 
Forthern Afghanistan by the elevation of 
Abdurrahman Khan as Ameer, hostile tribes 
have been gathering in the neigkbor- 
hood of Candahar, which has been held 
by the British up to the present 


time. There have been signs of an impending 


attack onthe city for some time past, but 
the British garrison was supposed to be 


strong enough to hold the town 
and also to keep in check 
any attempt at rising from within. Then the 


tenor of the brief dispatches received leads to 
the belief that the native population have re- 
volted en masse against the British and 
friendly Afghans, who have been acting with 
them in preserving order in the city 
pending the settlement of the political affairs 


of the country. The news creates a profound, 


impression, and newspaper bulletin boards 
are surrounded by excited throngs of peo- 
ple.

HOW THE PRICE IMPERIAL DIED. 

Brig.-Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood, who accom- 
panied the ex- Empress Eugenie to Zululand, 
has just sent the papers a description of 
the death of the Prince Imperial, col- 
lected from the independent naratives of 
eighteen of the Zulus who participated 
in the attack on the Prince’s party, and show- 
ing that the attacking party numbered forty,.

death. The Zulus, having nearly surround-

rushed on them as they were mounting. 
The Prince, not having succeded in mount- 
ing, ran alongside the horse till it broke 
away. The Prince followed the horse 
into the donga until, being closely pressed 
by his pursuers, he turned upon them, at the 
words of the Zulus, like a lion at bay.“ 
Being struck by an assegai in the side and 
left shoulder, he rushed at the nearest oppo- 
nent, who fied. Another Zulu then 
fired at the Prince when only ten yards 
from him. The Prince fired his pistol 
and faced his rapidly increasing 
foes until menaced from his right and rear 
and struck by another assegai. He regained 
the level on which he had first stood in 
the donga, where he was speedily 
surrounded. He seized an assegai which 
bad been thrown at him. In struggling 
with his terrified horse his sword had fallen 
from its scabbard,and thus he defended himseif 
against seven or eight Zulus, who state they 
did not dare close im on him until 
he sank exhausted on his hips. The above 
facts were elicited fromthe Zulus who were 
examined separately on the scene of attack.

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A GHASTLY DISCOVERY. 


A Man Murdered With a 
Hatchet,

And His Body, Weighted With Stones, 
Sunk in a Stream. 


No Clue to a Dark and Mysterious Trag- 
edy— The Crime Record. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LAMAR, Mo., July 28.—Barton county is 
greatly excited over the discovery of a mu- 
tilated corpse in Muddy Creek, near Tackett’s 
Ford. four miles from Lamar. Upon the dis- 
covery T. S. Powell, acting as Coroner, had 
a jury summoued and repaired toe the spot, 
accompanied by Constable Daub, Sheriff 
Springer, and quite a number of citizens. 
About fifty yards below the crossing at the 
Ford the creek turns to the right and ap- 
proaches close to the wagon road. Here is a 
deep pool of water at ordinary stages, but 
now the water is not more than three feet 
deep. Inthe center of this pool of water 
the lower limbs of a body were seen sticking 
out of the water to the knee, the head 
lying on the bottom. The body was discover- 
ed in the morning by Mr. Granville Brummitt, 
who resides in the vicinity, and who sent 
word to the authorities. 

A sheet was procured and four men waded 
inand brought the bodyto shore, diselos- 
ing 

A GHASTLY, SICKENING SIGHT. 

It was the body of aman aged about fifty 
years, about five feet four inches in height, 
dark brown hair and short, full beard and 
mustache of the same color considerably 
sprinkled with gray. The body was clothed 
in nothing but à pair of cotton drawers and a 
pair of colored woolen socks. There were 
four horrible wounds on the head, two about 
aninchand ahalf above theleft eye close 
tegether and evidentiv made with 
the pole of a hatchet, completely crushing the 
skull inso thatthe brains protruded. Across 
the left side of the head a deep cut had been 
inflicted with the blade of the hatchet, com 
pletely severing the ear, while another horri- 
ble gash on the right cheek extended clear 
through into the cavity of the mouth. It was 
the opinion of the examining surgeon, Dr. 
Dunn,that either one of the blows in the fore- 
head would have produced instant death. 

LOADED WITH ROCKS AND SUNK. 

Around the body and fastening the arms to 
the body was a stont hempen Ford, and at- 
tached to it and fastened closely to the back of 
the victim was a piece of sandstone weighing 
perhaps twenty pounds. Another cord was 
tied around the neck, but the string broke in 
taking the body outand the rock attached 


thereto was notfound. Further search in the 
stream resulted in the discovery of two piec- 
ed cotton quilts, which had evidently been 
thrown in with the body. No other articles 
were found. The body had evidently been in 
the water several days, as it was considerably 
swollen and imparted a sickening odor. Ov 
the rigbt of the center line of the forehead o! 
the deceased is an old scar in the shape of the 
letter X, each line being an inch in length. 

A coftin was procured in which the bod\ 
was placed and interred at the cemetery neai 
Samuel Avery’s, five miles east of town. 

Whether or not withthe body of theun- 
known victim is buried the awful mystery at- 
tending the horrible crime remains to be 
seen. 

The pool where the body was found has 
been thoroughly dragged, resulting in the 
finding of the stone that was attached to the 
neck of the murdered man,a hatchet, a mixed 
cotton and silk handkerchief and a pair of 
suspenders. Further search also discovered 
the quarry from which the stones were taken 
to sink the body; itis sitvated about three- 
quarters of a mile east of the place where the 
body was found and pieces of the 
atone were found, at the quarry 
that exactly matched those tied to the 
pody, showing that they had been broken 
from the same piece. The owner of the quar- 
ry said he had quarried the stones out on the 
Monday previous to the discovery of the body: 
eonsequentiy the murder must bave been 
— between the 19th aud 23d of July. 
The supposition is that one of a party of trav- 
elers or movers passing through and camping 
near Muddy was foully murdered and thrown 
into the creek by his fellow travelers. A 
heavy reward will be raised by the citizens, 
and no efforts spared to discover and punish 
the perpetrators. 


Murder in the Indian Territory. 
GALVESTON, July 28.—A News special 
from Denison says: To-day, near Gibson 
Station, I. T., a party of Creeks attacked two 
Cherokees, killing one and wounding tbe oth- 
er. Two Creeks were hanged by the Chero- 
kees Monday night; hence the reprisal.

ALLEGED FRAUDULENCY. 


Two Prominent Men Arrested Because 
of a Business Transaction. 


Charles PF. Achle last evening had a war- 
rant issued for the apprehension of Nicholas 
Feil and Benjamin F. Whitmore on the charge 
of being parties to a fraudulent conveyance of 
property.

‘he fact until a few days ago, 
when he heard of the alleged sale 
and hurried to the 8 Hall to ascertain if 
Hollwede had obeyed the law made and pro- 
vided in such cases. Then thefull extent of 
the trouble was realized. He thought that 
Hollwede was trying to defraud him. 
He visited the parties and made diligent in- 
quiries, resulting in bis assurance that Feil 
and Whitmore knew of the existing mort- 
gage and were aiding Hollwede in his fraudu- 
lent designs. Then he resorted to the courts to 
set aright the difficulty. Of course Hollwede, 
Feil and Whitmore give a version differing 
somewhat from the foregoing.

TANNER’S SUNDAY. 


How the Fasting Doctor Rested—In- 
teresting Facts. 
From the New York Tribune, 26th.! 


Dr. Tanner had said, I intend to have one 
Sunday out of four for rest,“ and according- 
ly be slept most ofthe day yesterday. No 
visitors were admitted to the hall. He woke 
about 5 a. m. after an uneventful night, and 
about 7 waiked out into Union Square. He 
was shaved at a barber's shop near by, and 
returning dozed in the hall for a short time 
and then moved to the gallery. Nearly all the 
afternoon he lay on his cet in the gallery 
covered with blankets, quietly dozing. He 
was unwilling to be disturbed, and no obser- 
vations were taken until aboutS p.m. Thea 
the Doctor’s pulse was found to be 72, the 
temperature 98.8°,and the respiration 16. 
The dynamometershowed a pressure of 82 
kilogrammes with both hands. The tracings 
of the aphyganegrape were a little stronger 
but more irregular. Then the Doctor walked 
slowly dewn the into hail, and his weight was 
ascertained to be 120 3-4 pounds, a loss of 
three-fourths of a pound since Saturday 
night. Inthe twenty-four hoursfrom Sat- 
urday night until last night the Doctor drank 
only five ounces of water. He has learned to 
view water with distrust, and he asked once 
or twice yesterday notto have it too cold, 
though he has drunk no hot water since 
Saturday morning. 

After the faster returned to the gallery a 
striking example of the carelessness of the 
physicians’ waich was afforded. One of the 
eclection wished some private conversation 
with the Doctor, and, walking to the cot, sat 
down beside him with his back turned to the 
others. The gailery was dark, and it was im- 
possible for other physicians sitting at the 
table to see the cot plainly. No one present 
doubted the honesty of the eclectic physician, 
but the incident was commented on as one 
that should not have occurred in a“‘scientitiv”’ 
watch. Toward 9 o’clock the Doctor fell 
asleep, after the quietest day he has passea 
since the fast began. His condition last night 
seemed about the same. He was very drowsy 
and taiked little throughout the day, and his 
face looked worn. Dr. Hoeber last night pro- 
nounced him neither stronger nor weaker, 
while others saw signs of increased feebleness. 

Some interesting physiological calculations 
were made by Dr. Westoott yesterday, which, 
if his data can be relied upon, show innacu- 
racy in the statements of physiologists in re- 
gard to the amount of water lost by the lungs 
and skin. The total amount of water taken by 
Dr. Tanner in the course of the sixteenth, 
seventeenth, eighteenth and nineteenth days 
was 206 ounces. The amount directiy lost 
was 105 5-4 ounces, leaving 1001-4 ounces. 
The Doctor gained 72 ounces 
during these four days, the first after he took 
water, which should be substracted from the 
surplus gain 100 1-4, leaving 28 1-4 ounces for 
the total loss from lungs and skin. VPhysiolo- 
wists have estimated the daily loss of water 
trom the lungs at nine ounces, and from the 
skin at 18 ounces. Adaing the amount for 
four days the result is 108 ounces as Dr. Tan- 
ner’s loss from lungs and skin according to 
scientists, while the actual loss as given above 
is 28 1-4 ounces. This gives a deticiency of 
793-4 ounces, if the data are correct, and if 
Dr. Tanner bas taken no food. Hence, if 
these ifs can be taken as facts, physiologis s 
have erred in their estimates. 

This attempt to serve science and mammon 
will probably reach this noon the end of its 
fourth week. Aside from any stom ich troub- 
les, the fasting man, if he even calmly con- 
siders the situation, must find himself in a 
raiher embarrassing predicament. At the 
decor of the ball are displayed two huge pla- 
eards inviting the public to pay twenty-five 
cents for the privilege of seeing Dr. Tanner 
ein bis great forty-day fast.’’ Within the 


„ ball sits Dr. Tanner, haggard, but confident, 


proclaiming that his fast is purely in the inter- 
est of science. Yet the Doctor can hardly be 
blamea for he incurrs heavy expenses every 
day, paying from $10 to $15 daily for carriage 
hire. Ille constantiy declares himself as not 
cesiring to make money out of the fast, but 
simply to cover his necessary expenses. Un- 
fortunately scientific experiments can hardly 
be conducted like a peep-show, and this, the 
Doctor finds to his sorrow, not only io the 
shadow of suspicion and tinge of disrepute 
clinging to the exhibition“ in the minds of 
many prominent scientists, but also in the an- 
noyance daily caused by visitors. Waen peo- 
ple pay their money they naturally desire to 
see the show, and so some of the visitors act 
as if Dr. Tauner were a wild animal to be 
hourly stirred up for their gratification. 

It would be hard to estimate the mental 
and physical wear and tear that Dr. Tanner. 
has undergone simply from the people who 
have crowded around him and annoyed him 
like swarms of flies. Yet some, even among 
those oy! at the hall, view the whole mat- 
ter in the light of a commercial speculation, 
which it is necessary to make as profitable as 
possible. One of the eclectics, or, as they 
prefer to be called, one of the New School,“ 
suggested yesterday that the fast, for the last 
week, atleast, be advertised in the amuse- 
ment columns of the daily papers. He also 
evolved the brilliant idea that reserved seat 
tickets be sold on the last day of the fast, and 
that Dr. Tanner, on the expiration of the. 

‘ fortieth day, should appear before the crowd 
of visitors and eat a watermelon. 

A certain class of persons seem to consider 

Dr. Tanner’s fast as designed by a special in- 
terposition of Providence to afford them limit- 
less free advertising and to give them a share 
of public attention which otherwise would 
have been wholly lacking. Letters are daily 
received from dealersin every known com- 
modity, who take pains to write on paper 
beaded with printed descriptions of their 
goods. The itch for writing has evidently 
taken a deep ho d, and it breaks out like an 
unwholesome rash in the form of various dog- 
Lerel effusions, always misspelled, to which 
the authors usually append, “You can print 
this if you like.“ Musical people, so called, 
professionals and amateurs, haunt the hall 
and play and warble with one eye on the Doc- 
tor and the other on any newspaper man who 
may happen to be within range. Then there 
are the swarms of doctors, hungrier even than 
the fasting man, and they are the worst of all. 

They drop their profexsional cards carelessly 

on the table, they slide them into the hands of 
unwary strapgers,they beset unfortunate re- 
porters until their lives are rendered a burden, 
and they are always willing to air their opin- 
ions and give their addresses and omce hours.

| lic was thus placed in a suitable condition for 
all that followed. Some weeks afterward a 
brief paragraph appeared in an evening paper 
announcing that the mermaid question would 
soon be settled, as a gentleman had arrived in 
Philadelpbia, fresh from the Fiji Islands, 
with a well preservedspecimen. My curiosi- 
ty, which had been much excited by this 
statement, was highly increased by another 
paragraph which appeared in a few days an- 
nouncing that 'the gentleman’’ had reached 
the city en route for London, where the mer- 
maid would be placed in the collection of the 
royal society. As it was added that he was 
stopping at the Pacific Hotel, 1 called there 
to see him, but was informed that he had 
left.“ 

An announcement soon appeared in 
the papers that, although the mer- 
maid was bound for London,the “gentleman”’ 
had consented to exhibit it for a week in a 
room on Broadway, in order that men of 
science could satisfy themselves upon so in- 
teresting a subject. The very idea that a real 
specimen of this once fabulous creature was 
in the city created a sensation, and the pub- 
lic was now fully prepared for the third act 
in this ridiculous farce. A sensational para- 
graph soon announced that the enterprising 
manager of the American Museum had se- 
cured the mermaid for a short time, and it 
could be seen every day until 9 o’clock in the 
evening. The rush was immense, and the 
writer of this was one of the first to behold 
the wondrous spectacle. What was my sur- 
— to see merely a dried up, horrid- 
ooking monstrosity, not more than thirty 
inches in magi which was contain- 
ed in a glass vase. The latter 
revolved, being moved by the hands of a tall 
man who was lecturing on the habits of the 
animal. Such was my first glimpse of the 
famous P. T. Barnum. In the midst of the 
admiring crowd a stranger exclaimed, ‘‘Sir, I 
have been to the Fiji Islands, and spent sev- 
eral years there, but I never heard of any such 
thing.” ‘“*There’s no accounting for some 
people's ignorance,” was the cool reply, and 
the laugh was at omce turned upon the stran- 

ger. he mermaid furore continued for 
nearly a year, and Moses Kimball was aston- 
ished when he saw how Barnum’s genius had 
turned that monstrosity to such immense 
profit. The mermaid was, as it is supposed, 
manufactured in China by combining a 
monkey and fish, which were put together and 
then dried. It was the only instance of the 
kind ever known. After having —— 825,000 
in Barnum’s pocket it was placed among the 
ordinary curbosities of the American Museum, 
and was destroyed in the fire which obliter- 
ated that once famous institution.

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A SON OF EGYPT.

The steamship Dessoug is lying in the North 
River, off Twenty-third street, about midway 
between shores. A fleet of small rowboats 
did a profitable business on Saturday ufter- 
noon cariying ngers to and from the ship 
that brought the obelisk from Alexandria. 
All were welcomed by Lieutenant-Commander 
Gorringe, and down ia the hoid of the steam- 
ship the massive stone was viewed by lines. of 
spectators. The levee suggested those held 
by that other memorable stone, the Cardiff 
Giant, so-called, shortly after its alleged dis- 
covery. 

— against the rail on the after part of 
the ship was a queer little figure that attract- 
ad the attention of many of the visitors. It 
was Akmed Hassan, the eleven-year-old waif 
from the Land of the Nile whom Capt. Gor- 
ringe permitted to work his way to the New 
World by taking care of the little Egyptian 
donkey and the hump-backed sheep that were 
brought over and are new in Central Park. 
The boy paid littie attention to the visitors 
when they let him alone, and spent his time 
in gazing down the bay, as though he were 
letting his thoughts go out to the land he 
came from. He was thus employed when, 
late in the afternoon, a Sun reporter ap- 
proached him and said: 

“Good morning!“ 

“Good morning!“ the boy responded, as he 
turned about and looked at the speaker, with 
grave, wide open eyes. The response sound- 
ed like a perfect echo of the salutation. 

The boy did not, like some of the visitors 
seem to wonder why a man should say good 
morning when it was near sundown; and it 
is not probable that the absence of surprise 
on his part was due to any knowledge that 
there are in this partof the world night-

Akmed Hassan is a solid little fellow for his 
ears. His heightis about the average of 
oys of his age, but he is thick setand has a 

hard, matter-of-fact, . — look which gives 
him the appearance of being older than he is. 
His skin is very dark—almost as dark as that 
of the average residentin Thompson street, 
but net shiny. His hair is a dull black, with 
no gloss, and straight. It is clipped close to 
the skin over the temples and across the fore - 
head. The wool on the heads of the queer 
little sheep bad the same cut. The boy’s hair 
is cropped fairly close all around. His eyes 
are large, black and expressive, and they are 
slightly oblique, like those of the Esquimaux. 
His nose is broad and flat between the eyes, 
bis mouth large, and his teeth stout and of 
ivory whiteness. His face is rather pleasine 
tolook at. Hislaugh seems to be accomplish- 
ed by tightening an invisible gathering string 
that has the effect of drawing all his features 
toward the middle of his face. It is an honest 
laugb, and it is doubtful whether his face is 
capable of a sneer. 

The boy wore a frock and trousers of deep 
blue cotton, heavy shoes, and a curious cap 
of braided straw that fitted his head as closely 
as his scalp fits his skull. it was made of 
white and black straws, wovenin checks. 
This suit was not the one he wore when he 
went aboard the Dessoug in Alexandria. He 
was then barefooted, and his dress consisted 
of along, loose blue cotton frock, open in 
front to the waist, loose trousers of a thin 
material that bad been white, and the cap 
that he now wears. He went on board the 
ship one day, and prostrated himself before 
the commander in an attitude of adoration. 
There were two natives on board, and he told 
them he had no parents and he wanted to re- 
main on the ship. He said that he had wan- 
dered into Alexandria from one of the Bar- 
bary States. His language, they said, wasa 
sort of dialect of that spoken by the natives 
in Egypt. For want of a more definite desig - 
nation they called him an Arab boy. He 
begged to be permitted to go with the ship, 
and whenever he met Capt. Gorringe he 
threw himself down before him. At length 
the commander consented to take the boy 
with him, and when the little fellow was told 
that he could stay on board and take care of 
the donkey and sheep he seemed to be over- 
joyed. The ship's crew say that he is goud- 
natured, obedient and quick to learn. 

An intelligent young fellow was found in 
the cook’s room, who, although a native of 
Canada, had spent considerable time in Africa, 
and could converse withthe Arab boy. He 
said that he took the boy on shore on Satur- 
day forenoon. The little fellow wore the suit 
he had in Alexandria, and his appearance in 
a New York street created considerable ex- 
citement. Persons stopped to gaze at him, 
and small boys followed him, yelling and 
crowding to get near him. The Arab boy 
took all this coolly, merely asking his guide 
whether these men and boys were crazy. He 
saw nothing in his own appearance that 
should cause such demonstrations. Capt. 
Gorringe had promised the boy a pair of 
boots, and told the young Canadian to buy 
them for him on shore. The boy was delight- 
ed, for boots were something that he rad 
never had nor even aspired to. There was not 
time on Saturday to buy the boots, but he is 
to have them. He has remembered the name 
for them in English, and when he hears the 
word the universal gathering string in his 
face tightens and he smiles. 

The young Canadian stepped out or the 
cook room, and shouted **Hassan!’’ 

The boy came running forward and stood 
up as though ready to be inspected. 

„Ask him whether he would like to go 
back to Egypt.“ 

e young Canadian uttered some words 
that sounded as though they must necessitate

CORRUPT ARISTOCRACY. 


English Scandals Which Recall tho 
Restoration and Regency. 
{London Cor. New York World. | 


In such times as these it would be a great 
advantage to the upper classes“ if they 
could show, so to speak, a clean bill of health. 
Their position is at the best not a strong one, 
and they are making it weaker every day. 
The Buller divorce case, which has recently 
occupied the attention of the public, is but an 
example of the kind of scandals now so plen- 
tiful in *‘society’’ that they cease to attract 
remark. In fact, it seems to me that all that 
is needed nowadays to start in fashionable 
life is to show a certain amiable willingness 
to lose your money at cards and be seen as 
much as possible in public v ith some woman 
whois not your wife. Comply with these 
conditions, and no questions will be asked. 
You will soon get made an honorary member 
ef one or two gambling clubs, which are the 
favorite places of resort of highly distiuguish- 
ed persons, and the one condition on which 
you may retain popularity is that you do not 
win. Lose every night, and lose with a good 
grace. As for the otber part of the pro- 
gramme, there never can be much difficulty 
in London about a man finding an affinity. 
Let him go to the Lotus Club, where the prin- 
ciple of modern society is faithfully respect - 
ed, and it will be strange if he 
does not light upon some one who is willing 
to share his brougham with him. This sort 
of life no longer excites adverse criticism. It 
seems to be the proper thing to do if you wish 
to mix in the fashionable world and do not 
desire to be thought eceentric. Your name- 
sake—the World—is a long way within the 
mark when it says: The peculiarity of our 
age is not the amount of immorality that pre- 
vails, but the shamelessness with which it 
shews itself and the practical impunity which 
it enjoys. A woman’s bad reputation is no 
longer anything whatever against her. Mrs. 
Buller is quite a fashionable woman, and no 
one seems to have thought the worse of her 
because she had lived with halfa dozen men, 
including the Mr. Flower who caused Lord 
Dupplin to get a divorce from his wife. Lerd 
Dupplin is so highly moral a man himselfthat 
naturally he could not tolerate the least indis- 
cretion on the part of his wife. They say he 
is goog to marry an American young lady. I 
wonder whether the family has made any in- 
quiry in London as to this most virtuous 
lord’s pastexploits? Why does he not con- 
tent himself with marrying some American 
lady whois not young? At least one suca is 
just now more prominentin London society 
than she would be likely to be in the society 
of New York. 

Mrs. Buller is very unlucky in not having 
been able to settle her Little difliculties pri- 
vately. There are other women who do pre- 
cisely as she has done, and whose lives are 
perfectly well known to everybody who is 
about London; but either they manage to 
keep on fairly civil terms with their huebands 
or they contrive to steer clear of the divorce 
court and exposure. In fashionable circles 
the marriage contract seems to be based on 
easy and simple principles—entire freedom of 
action reserved for both parties, and a latch- 
key for wife as well as for husband. The oth- 
er evening I was at a place of great public re- 
sort, and counted seven well-known men in 
London life who were with women equally 
well known—and nobody thought it strange 
or unusual. No concealment is taought nec- 
essary. Mrs. Buller is being lectured all 
round for her misconduet, but her lecturers 
must be well aware that she is not a bit worse 
than Mrs. A or Mrs. B—too easy would it be 
to give real pames !—who are invited to every 
fashionable house. When the social history 
of the Victorian aristocracy comes to be writ- 
ten, the chronicle will be found quite as scan- 
dalous as that of Charles the Second’s. 
If you doubt it, you had better 
borrow. the note-book of a friend 
of mine who has for some years past kept a 
record of public scandals only, taking no ac- 
count of private ones. It is quite as racy“ 
as certain parts of Pepys’s Diary, and throws 
the Greville Memoirs altogether in the shade. 
The class a little beneath the aristocracy take 
good care not to be left behind in the race. 
Imitators generally outdo the originals. Pub- 
lic opinion no longer condemns open immor- 
ality. It only looks on approvingly. It was 
the same, one remembers, in France in the 
days of Dubarry and Loui le bien aime. 
Society was founded upon the idea of pro- 
miscuous intercourse of the sexes, and there 
was no one to object—no one, at least, that 
people in the right set’? could condescend 
to take heed of. The “nobility and gentry’’ 
found the world a pleasant one, and they did 
as they liked in it. A few years passed away, 
and they discovered that there had been a 
contrary opinion all the time, and that it was 
stronger immeasurably than they who had 
despised it. What happened to them after 
that is not yet quite forgotten, Let us hope 
that history does not always repeat itself, but 
again it may be said, without fear of contra- 
diction, that the aristocratic and fashionable 
classes are making but a 80 preparation 
for the day of trial in store for them. 


A Scorpion Whipped by a Lizard,

It has powerful medicina) qual- 
ities, and milk is well known to be a specific 
for many poisons. The manwer of admins 
tering the antidote will be learned by a per- 
usal of the following history of this simple 
and wonderful cure: 

In Chester county, Pa., lived a German 
named Joseph Pmery. who used to be sent 
for far and wide when an; body had been 
bitten by a rabid animal. He weut to his pa- 
tient, or something understood to be 1 
root, which he himself dug in the woods. He 
milked a pint of milk fresh from the cow, put 
the root into it, boiled it. gave it to the pa- 
tient fasting; made him fast after taking it; 
gave a second and third dose on alternate 
days and never failed in effecting a cure. In 
some way his secret transpired, and the root 
was known to be elecampane. 

The story currentin the country was that 
anold German made the discovery in the 
days of Penn, and applied tothe Pennsylvania 
Legislature for a —_ of $300 for making his 
secret public. is offer was treated with 
contempt, and he resolved that his secret 
should die with him; but a drunken son knew 
it, wrote out the recipe, making a number of 
copies, and tried to sell them at}$lapiece.

It is no longer 
possible, as it once was, to finda fairly good 
dressmaker who will make up one’s own ma- 
terial for $10 or $12 a dress. Board has risen 
at the small boarding- hguses as well as at the 
large hotels.

The gréat race of carrier pigeons from Col- 
umbus, O., to Hudson City, N. J., under the 
suspices of the Hudson County Antwer 
Club, was finished yesterday. The tirat bir 
to arrive was William Verrinder, Jr.’s, blue 
cock Columbus, which reached his coop at 8 
o’clock yesterday morning. He started from 
Columbus, O., a distance of about 470 miles, 
n an air-line, at fifteen minutes past 5 o’ clock 
on the morning of the previous day. He made 
tbe quickest time on record. 

The race hus been anxiously awaited by 
pigeon fanciers, For tbi- race Mr. Verrinder 
entered four birds, Ail the competing birds 
were sent in one basket by express, on Thurs- 
day. July 22, to Columbus, O., and were re- 
ceived by D. D. Stansil, of the United States 
Signal Station,who hbcrated them ali at once, 
on Saturday morving. 

The winning bird is marked on the third 
featber of the rivht wing Columbus.“ He 
is countermarked by the “R-d Srar Club,“ of 
Philade'pbia, and be Mr. Stausil. He isa 
beautiful bird, of large size and weight, being 
ofalight drab color is the bods, tapering off 
to dark blue st be tal and neck. Thesbape 
of his head is declared by fanciers to denne 
great intelligence, and be has beauaful, clear 
eyes. His motions are quick and ner- 
vous, yet he is quite tame. 11% won the first 
prize in the Cresson match, flying 237 mile, 
in four bourse and fifty-eight minutes, from 
tbe top of the Allegheny Mountains to his 
coop, on May 3ist. He won the Wallace 
medal. From Steubenville, O., he 
miles, and was tbe second bird home among 
twenty one.

The flight from Columbus, Ohio, was first 
made last vear, but the time this year is three 
hours less.

whose side she piaced herself when he was iu 
the Elysee. Mme. De Calonne wasa Polish 
Jewess; her youth was tempestuous. She 
was often very rich andoften poor, and had 
for years» pension of 12,000 francs from the 
bead of the Radzivil tamily. Richard, the 
painter, was never tired of poetizing ver thin, 
nervous, energetic phyvsioguomy, which om- 


manded admiration and inspired fear. 
Throvgeb Prince Radztvill, Mme. Calonne 
was alWays more or less in com Mmuni- 


vation with the Prussian Government before 
the last Franco Germap war. This remarka- 
ble woman had a genius for political in- 
trigue; she had alxothe decorative genius of 
the Oriental. Iller house was a beautiful 
frame, in which she moved and draped her- 
eelf as if a figure ina picture. The Emperor 
Napoleon, during sixteen years of his reign, 
allowed her fortne Revue Coxrlempordire a 
subvention of 75,000 francs yearly. This an- 
pnuity was Withdrawn soon after M. De 
Morny’s death; for, througha charming and 
talented niece, Mme. De Calonne, long after 
she lost her direct hold on the Duc de Morny, 
retamed an indirect hold on him. By placing 
her review at the disposal of Bazaine and of 
the Comte de Goltz ehe avenged herself for 
the withdrawal ofthe £300a vear, no part 
of which was spent on literary work. Mme. 
de Calorne, with sure divination, found out 
men of talent, who, being unknown, had not 
a market value. As in the ou'fiiting, so there 
are in the literary trade sweaters. Count 
Keratry was employed by her to explain away 
Bazaine’s shoricomings in Mexico.

As a deterrent the gallows may 
not be of much consequence, but it has 
been observed that people who have been 
properly hanged have never been known 
to disturb society after passing out of the 
hands of the Sheriff, and in this aspect the 
institution is a blessing. Itis tobe re- 
gretted thatin this country the offices of 
the gallows can not be extended to high- 
toned slayers as well as friendless and im- 
pecunious murderers. 


MASONRY AND INFIDELITY. 

The Free Masons of France have decided 
that a belief in God is not essential to fel- 
lowship with the order; but the Indiana 
Masons hold fast to the old order of things 
and have settled the question of infidelity 
very thoroughly, as far as their atheist 
members are concerned.

his appointed task well. He finds that the 
enumeration made by Salomon is correct, 
and notifies St. Louis that not even the 25,- 
000 names found by the letter-carriers can 
be added, as they were taken without official 
authority and many of them are already on 
the lists.

While complaining at the unfairness with 
which St. Louis has been treated it is not 
impossible for us to draw a valuable les- 
son from the revelations of the late cen- 
sus. Though the Supervisor puts our pop- 
ulation far below what it really is, there is 
no doubt that we have greatly overesti- 
mated ourselves. Thereis no disputing 
that the directory estimates of the past 
ten years have given us too 
many people. Close observers were 
never willing te believe that we 
had a half million inhabitants or that we 
had quite so many people as Chicago. We 
know now that we have less than Chicago, 
and we know where we stand relatively to 
the other great cities of the country. We 
know exactly what we have todo to out- 
strip them in the grand race for commercial 
supremacy. We have learned that blowing 
neither makes us rich nor great; that eur fu- 
ture growth depends on the encouragement 
we give to capital; that we must induce an 
increase of our manufactures, and that our 
municipal affairs must be conducted with 
more liberality and public spirit. 

The danger to St. Louis is her confidence 
in her natural resources. While these are 
great, they have proven delusive. Chicago 
has relied upon energy, and has shot 
ahead with the most dazzHng rapidity. 
St. Louis has relied upon its natural 
advantages and has crept along at the 
conservative snail’s pace. Had we shown 
the enterprise of Chicago during the past 
ten years our population would have ex- 
ceeded hers by 100,000. Weare like a 
great and slothful giant sleeping in a val- 
ley of plenty and waxing fat from the rich- 
ness which drops into our open mouth. 
We are destined to be the Future Great, 
but a revolution in our methods must 
come. Our business men of brains, pluck 
and energy must rise above the fogy ele- 
ments which surround them and reach out 
with that greatness of spirit which consti- 
tutes the true genius of American affairs. 


WHEN the Hon. William H. English was 
first launched before the American people 
as a candidate for the office now so ably 
filled by the Lone Fisherman, William 
Almon Wheeler, his case was very much 
prejudiced by the publication of a story to 
the effect that his bed-room in his house 
at Indianapolis was provided with iron 
doors and barred windows. As a man of 
wealth and the custodian of the people's 
money, it was thought that his wholesome 
fear of tramps and thieves ought to affect

We ought to 
have half a dozen boats carrying children 
and their guardians up and down the river 
every evening, but the boat owners have a 
theory that it is better to make a thousand 
dollars on five trips than two thousand dol- 
lars on ten trips. They have adopted a sys- 
tem whicb deprives them of considerable 
money but they save their boats and ma- 
chinery. Inthe East, especially New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, the water ex- 
cursion is the great feature of the summer 
months. The company that will place three 
or four boats at the disposal of societies 
and the public at large of St. Louis, at rea- 
sonable rates, will make money. It may 
be too late to inaugurate the business this 
season, but by next summer excursions up 
and down the cool Mississippi should be as 
common as street-car riding.

What the Society Has Done and is Doing 


—Mr. Jackson's Appeal, Etc. 


The weekly meeting of the Flower Mission 
took place atthe headquarters, in the Life 
Insurance Building, this morning. Nearly 
twenty ladies were on hand as early as 8:30 a. 
m., and for nearly two hours deft hands 
were busy in arranging flowers and tying 
them into bouquets of all sizes.

cured employment at other work, but were 
all willing to go back to the nail mill, as 
it pal them better than the 
work they followed during the 
time the mill was icle. Before the 
operations ceased the heaters were being 
paid 78 cents per ton and they expected to 
take bold again to-day at the same price.

The men present- 
ed the sliding scale of prices and he refused 
to sien it. The employes say that the mill 
owners did notintend to operate the mill 
when they issued the notice and now bring 
up the matter of prices as an excuse and sup- 
port their assertion by the fact that there 
was not material on hand 
to keep tbe mill going in full blast for a 
week. The matter has created much disgatia- 
faction among the men, who accuse the mill 
operators of trickery and who were already 
much displeased, not being able to get work.
